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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Ryton  Urban  District  Council 

Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  present  herewith  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and  sani¬ 
tary  condition  of  the  Ryton  area  for  the  year  1958. 

Birth  and  death  rates  have  altered  little  compared  with  1957 
Infantile  mortality  rose  to  19. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  was  low.  Diphtheria  was 
again  absent. 

No  case  of  food  poisoning  was  notified  during  the  year,  and 
this  in  my  opinion,  is  largely  due  to  the  implementation  of  the  Food 
Hygiene  Regulations,  1955. 

New’  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  numbered  12  (M.  8,  F.  4) 
as  against  10  in  1957.  Two  cases  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis 
were  notified  in  1958.  In  195C there  was  one.  1958  was  the  first 
year  in  which  no  death  from  tuberculosis  was  recorded. 

Progress  continued  to  be  made  in  connection  with  the  rehous¬ 
ing  of  tenants  from  sub-standard  properties.  62  families  were  re¬ 
housed  during  the  year,  including  37  families  from  the  Heddon 
View  Hostel  site.  41  of  the  properties  scheduled  in  the  Council’s 
five  year  programme  of  slum  clearance  were  demolished.  By  the 
end  of  the  year,  39  of  the  214  unfit  properties  originally  scheduled 
were  still  occupied 

The  assistance  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector  in  compiling  this 
report  is  gratefully  acknowledged.  Thanks  are  also  duo  to  the 
County  Medical  Officer  and  other  departments  of  the  County  Coun¬ 
cil  for  information  included  in  the  report.

Physical  Features  and  General  Character  of  the  Area.  The 

Ryton  Urban  District  is  situated  on  the  north-west  extremity  of 
the  county  and  is  bounded  on  the  north  by  the  Tyne,  on  the  south 
and  east  by  tributaries  of  the  river  known  as  the  local  burns,  the 
Barlow  Burn  and  the  Blaydon  Burn  which  separate  it  from  the 
Blaydon  Urban  District,  and  on  the  west  by  the  Stanley  Burn 
which  forms  the  boundary  between  Rvton  Urban  District  and  the 
County  of  Northumberland. 

The  Urban  District  is  divided  into  four  wards,  named 
Crookhill,  Ryton,  Crawcrook  and  Ryton  Woodside.  The  Rvton 
and  Crawcrook  wards,  although  much  lower  than  Greenside 
(600  ft.)  and  the  country  to  the  south,  stand  well  above  the  level 
of  the  Tyne,  which  is  about  a  mile  to  the  north  of  Crawcrook  and 
about  half  a  mile  north  of  Ryton,  and  have  excellent  natural 
drainage.  The  only  low-lving  parts  of  the  district  are  the  areas 
near  to  the  river  at  Clara  Vale  and  at  Ryton  Haughs  where  there 
are  two  rows  of  houses  near  Newburn  Bridge. 

The  greater  part  of  this  district  is  agricultural.  There  is 
one  Brick  Yard  and  there  are  a  few  Stone,  Sand  and  Gravel 
Quarries.  Most  of  the  population  is  employed  at  the  Collieries 
of  which  there  are  five,  situated  at  Greenside,  Clara  Vale,  Bar- 
moor,  Stargate  and  Addison  The  Stella  South  Powrer  Station  is 
in  the  Rvton  district. 

The  sc.il  is  da v  and  sand. 

Births.  The  total  number  of  live  births  was  203,  of  which 
104  were  males  and  99  females,  an  increase  on  last  year  of  6.  The 
number  of  births  for  1957  was  1.98  and  for  1956  was  210.  Of  the 
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total  live  births  6  were  illegitimate.  The  natural  increase  of  the 
population  for  the  year,  i.e.,  the  excess  of  the  births  over  deaths, 
w  as  38. 

The  Live  Birth  Rate  for  the  year  was  14.85  (adjusted  by 
C-F.  14.85)  as  against  that  of  14.48  for  1957.  That  for  the 
Administrative  County  was  18.6  and  for  England  and  Wales  16.4. 

Deaths.  Ihe  total  number  of  deaths  was  165,  comprising 
100  males  and  65  females.  This  corresponds  to  an  annual  death 
rate  of  12.07  (adjusted  by  C.F.  13.37),  that  for  the  administrative 
countv  being  11.3  and  that  for  England  and  Wales  11.7.  The 
number  of  deaths  in  1957  was  176,  giving  a  death  rate  of  12.88. 

Pregnancy,  Child  Birth  and  Abortion.  There  were  no 

deaths. 

Infantile  Deaths.  The  number  of  deaths  registered  under 
one  year  wras  4,  2  males  and  2  females.  The  infantile  death  rate 
was  19  per  1,000  related  live  births,  that  of  the  county  25,  and 
that  of  England  and  Wales  22. 

The  causes  of  death  of  infants  under  1  year  during  1958 
were  Prematurity  1,  Pneumonia  2,  Congenital  Heart  Disease  1. 

A  graph  comparing  the  Infantile  Mortality  Rates  of  Rvton, 
Durham  County  and  England  and  Wales,  is  appended.  (Page  10). 

Respiratory  Diseases.  There  wrere  no  deaths  from 
influenza,  5  from  pneumonia,  13  from  bronchitis,  and  2  from  other 
respiratorv  diseases,  excluding  phthisis,  giving  a  death  rate  of  1.46 

Malignant  Disease.  Deaths  under  this  heading  included  4 
from  cancer  of  stomach,  6  from  cancer  of  lung  and  bronchus  and  16 
in  other  sites.  Cancer  of  lung  and  bronchus  in  1957  was  7.  One 
death  from  Leukaemia  was  recorded. 

Tuberculosis.  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  caused  no  deaths  as 
compared  with  1  in  1957.  There  were  no  deaths  from  other  tuber¬ 
cular  diseases. 

The  total  tuberculosis  mortality  was  therefore  nil  as  com¬ 
pared  with  the  countv  rate  of  0.13,  and  for  England  and  Wales  0.10 

Diseases  of  the  Circulatory  System.  Vascular  lesions  of 
nervous  system  caused  27  deaths,  coronary  disease  caused  35 
deaths,  hypertension  with  heart  disease  nil,  other  heart  diseases 
caused  21  deaths  and  other  circulatory  diseases  caused  1  deaths, 
making  in  all  87  deaths.  This  represents  a  death  rate  of  6.36. 

Diptheria.  No  cases  notified  for  5th  year  in  succession.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


I  lie  work  done  in  the  Public  Health  Inspector’s  department 
during  the  year  lias  been  efficiently  carried  out,  and  the  details 
will  be  found  in  the  tabular  statement  appended. 

Water  Supply.  The  supply  of  water  for  the  district  is 
provided  by  the  Newcastle  and  Gateshead  Water  Co.,  with  the 
exception  of  10  houses  which  receive  water  from  the  mains  of  the 
Durham  County  Water  Board  and  9  houses  in  isolated  parts  of  the 
district  which  have  to  depend  on  wells  and  springs. 

The  mains  water  is  of  good  quality,  and  the  supply  is 
continuous  and  plentiful.

Rivers  and  Streams.  No  action  taken. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage.  All  the  sewage  is  discharged 
direct  and  untreated  into  the  River  Tvne  by  3  main  and  1  subsidiary 
outfalls. 

Rodent  Control  (Infestation  Order)  1943.  Treatment  of 
the  sewers  is  carried  out  every  six  months  for  the  destruction  of 
rats.  This  regular  treatment  has,  bv  considerably  reducing  both 
the  rat  population  in  the  sewers  and  the  surface  infestation  been 
of  undoubted  benefit. 

All  complaints  received  are  investigated  and  advice  given 
to  occupiers  on  suitable  methods  of  treatment. 

It  is  found  that  bv  advising  occupiers  on  methods  of  treat¬ 
ment  and  inviting  them  to  co-operate  by  providing  the  bait  base 
and  attending  to  baiting  points,  that  they  do  so  willingly  with 
successful  results.  A  suitable  rodenticide  provided  by  the  Council 
is  added  to  the  bait  base. 

37  minor  infestations  were  dealt  with.  Rats — 22.  Mice  15. 

Closet  Accommodation.  There  are  now  in  the  district 
4,911  water  closets,  86  ash  closets  and  19  ashpit  privies.

Refuse  Removal.  The  Council  is  directly  responsible  for  the 
whole  of  the  refuse  removal  in  the  district.  This  is  carried  out 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector  and  the 
service  is  efficiently  maintained.  Four  motor  refuse  collecting 
vehicles  are  used.

The  majority  of  the  houses  are  provided  with  dust  bins 
which  are  emptied  twice  weekly  where  necessary.  The  others  are 
emptied  once  a  week.  Refuse  is  disposed  of  bv  tipping  (controlled) 
and  is  used  for  land  reclamation. 

During  the  year  .'169,664  receptacles  were  cleansed ;  the 
estimated  weight  of  refuse  removed  was  9,093  tons. 

Disposal  of  Refuse.  There  are  three  refuse  deposits. 

(1)  Crawcrook  Quarry.  Refuse  is  deposited  along  with 
quarry  waste  resulting  in  all  refuse  being  almost 
immediately  covered. 

(2)  Barlow  Lane.  Swamp  land  is  being  reclaimed  bv  the 
deposit  of  refuse. 

(3)  Holburn  Dene.  This  dene  is  steeply  banked  and  has 
been  used  as  a  deposit  over  a  large  number  of  years. 
During  the  year  a  start  was  made  on  the  levelling  and 
lay-out  of  that  part  of  the  Dene  already  filled  with  a 
view  to  its  subsequent  development  into  a  sports  field. 

Public  Conveniences.  The  public  conveniences  provided  at 
C  rawerook,  Rvton,  Greenside  and  Runhead  have  been  much  app¬ 
reciated  bv  the  public.  A  scheme  for  the  renovation  of  a  small 
convenience  at  the  west  end  of  Crawcrook  was  agreed  during  the 
year. 


Disinfection  of  Houses.  In  all  cases  of  infectious  disease 
disinfectants  are  supplied  by  the  Council  free  of  charge. 

Tents,  Vans,  Sheds,  etc.  6  licences  were  granted  for  limited 
periods  during  the  year.

The  district  is  comparatively  free  from  infestation  by  insect 
pests,  but  where  these  are  found  instructions  regarding  disinfest¬ 
ation  and  cleansing  are  given  and  periodic  visits  made  to  infested 
houses  until  they  are  judged  clean.  The  work  is  carried  out  by 
the  tenants,  and,  where  property  is  unoccupied,  by  the  owners. 
Fluid  insecticide  is  supplied  bv  the  Council  and  pressure  sprays 
are  available  for  issue  on  loan. 

It  has  been  found  that  the  active  co-operation  of  the  tenants 
of  houses  is  necessary  to  ensure  thorough  disinfestation,  as  in 
most  cases  several  applications  of  insecticide  are  required. 

No  action  is  taken  bv  the  Council  to  ensure  that  the  belong¬ 
ings  of  tenants  are  free  from  vermin  before  their  removal  to 
Council  Houses. 

Cinemas.  There  are  two  in  the  area,  both  of  which  are 
kept  in  a  clean  and  satisfactory  condition. 

Schools.  The  schools  are  modern  with  good  sanitary 
arrangements.  A  good  water  supply  is  provided.

Recreation  Crounds.  The  recreation  parks  at  Crawc  ooc 
and  Rvton  add  considerably  to  the  amenities  of  the  district.  Gar¬ 
dens,  pavilions,  bowling  greens,  tennis  courts,  putting  greens 
children’s  playgrounds  and  an  open-air  swimming  pool  and  padd 
ling  pool  have  been  provided.  The  provision  of  these  facilities 
undoubtedly  makes  a  notable  contribution  to  the  general  health  of 
the  community. 
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Nuisances  Contrary  to  Public  Decency — 

Since  the  byelaws — Nuisance  Contrary  to  Public  Decency 
— came  into  operation  there  have  been  several  convictions  and  as 
a  result,  offences  have  diminished  to  a  considerable  extent. 

Restrictions  on  activities  of  Rag  Collectors.  It  was  not 

found  necessary  to  institute  proceedings  against  collectors  lor 
giving  articles  to  persons  under  the  age  of  14  years.  The  practise 
of  gi\ing  toys  to  children,  particularly  balloons,  in  exchange  for 
rags  is  highlv  objectionable. 

HOUSING. 

AU  complaints  regarding  unsatisfactory  housing  conditions 
and  structural  defects  are  investigated  and  appropriate  action  taken 
when  necessary. 

During  the  year  the  Council  completed  the  building  of  49 
houses. 

This  being  a  mining  area  and  the  land  subject  to  subsidence, 
the  Council  have  considerable  difficulty  in  the  selection  of  suitable 
sites  lor  development. 

The  majority  of  the  existing  houses  are  of  modern  construc¬ 
tion  and  most  of  them  well-built ;  the  new  streets  are  well  planned 
and  there  is  practically  no  crowding  of  houses  into  confined  yards 
and  courts.  In  addition  the  district  enjoys  the  natural  advantages 
of  being  situated  on  rising  ground  and  in  being  surrounded  by 
open  country. 

Since  1st  January,  1920,  there  have  been  built — 

1,451  houses  by  the  Council. 

791  houses  by  private  enterprise. 

Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  1954. 

In  July,  1955,  the  Council  approved  a  draft  list  of  214 
unfit  houses  in  the  area  for  submission  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government  in  accordance  with  Section  1  of  the  Housing 
Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  1954. 

Heddon  View.  These  houses  are  temporary  dwellings  and 
have  been  included  in  the  Councils  proposals  as  returned  to  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  and  Loral  Government  under  Section  1  of 
the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  1954.

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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Food  and  Drugs.  Inspection  of  Food  Handling  premises 
has  shown  that  the  standard  of  hygiene  is  generally  satisfactory. 
Every  opportunity  is  taken  to  educate  food  handlers  during  routine 
inspections. 

There  are  four  bakeries  in  the  district.  These  are  frequently 
inspected.  They  are  (  lean,  orderly  and  up-to-date  in  their  general 
arrangements. 

Meat  Inspection.  There  are  3  licensed  slaughter  houses 
which  are  regularly  inspected  particularly  during  the  hours  in 
which  slaughtering  takes  place. 

Slaughter  ol  Animals  Act,  1933.  16  persons  held  licences 

to  slaughter  and  stun  animals. 

Milk  (Special  Designations)  Regulations.  Dealers’  licences 
have  been  granted  as  follows  : — “Tuberculin  Tested”  24; 
“Pasteurised”  24;  “Sterilised”  21. 

The  Milk  (Special  Designations)  (Specified  Area) 
(No.  2)  Order  1953.  Made  17th  November,  1953,  came  into 
operation  on  2nd  December,  1953.  This  district  is  included  in 
No.  1  Area. 

Ice  Cream.  Three  premises  are  registered  for  the  manu¬ 
facture  and  sale  of  ice-cream,  in  two  of  which  the  cold  mix  process 
is  used.  The  other  premises  have  been  fitted  wfith  modern  plant 
to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Ice-Cream  (Heat  Treatment,  etc.) 
Regulations.  The  ice-cream  is  manufactured  under  very  satisfac¬ 
tory  conditions. 

29  other  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice-cream. 

Dogs  in  Food  Shops.  Notices  are  posted  in  Food  Shops 
throughout  the  area,  requesting  customers  not  to  brinty  dogs  into 
premises  in  which  food  is  sold.  These  notices  are  welcomed  by 
shop  managers  and  have  been  very  effective.
